A warrant to search the steamer 
“Anadyr, then in the harbour, was there- 
fore placed in the hands of the Captain 
Superintendent of Police at about seven 
o'clock last night, and, in accordance 
with Police instructions, Captain Deane 
proceeded to obtain the commands of 
H.E,.the Governor in the matter. As 
the steamers of the Messageries Ma- 
ritimea have hitherto been treated as 
men-of-war, thereby possessing privileges 
not enjoyed by ordinary vessels, and 
as it.was therefore in accordance with 
etiquette if not with international law 
to communicate with the representative 
of the French nation in the Colony 
before executing thia warrant, the Go- 
vernor had an interview with the French
